For example, the statement that "using 3 phonemes and does not include a second phoneme" (page 21 , paper #1 1 ) is 
self contradictory. The prior art use of 3 phonemes requires a first, a second and a third phoneme as well as the stored parameters that 
represent them to include well known prosody that further enhances the quality (natural sound) of the synthesized output speech.
